Wanted—An Editor.

Tag London Punch, whose serions sayings are
gometimes far more brilliant than its attempts
at wit, declares that Parliament wauts an
Editor ‘‘to put the lamguage of gll bills into
such order as {it them to becoms law.” Aw-
biguity and obscurity appear to bs the leading
oharaoteristios of the enactments of the Kog-
lish Legislature, due solely to their not having
been properly revised and oorrected, before
being stamped with the impress of anthority.
What is true with regard to the legislation of
Great Britain in this respeot holds with far
greater force in the United States. The asts
which are ground out by the legislalive mills
of this country, national, Btate and munioipal,
are chiefly remarkable for their cradensss,
ambiguity, and conflicling provisions. Aay
person who desires to appreciate the full foroe
of the evil has but to step into a well-stooked
law library and glanoce at the backs of the
ponderous tomes, sach of which contains the
enactments of & single session of soms
logislative  body. It i8 no unusaal
thing for the Solons who gather every winter
at Harrisburg to turn ont a volume of from
oné thonsand to fifteen hundred octavo pages
of legislative literature, That any one mem-
ber of the body takes the trouble to peruse
the book from beginning to end, or to glance
over all the slips, as they are laid ome by one
on his desk during the progress of the geasion,
is an idea entirely at variance with our know-
ledge of legialative activity. In the latter
stages of the session the busiuess of legisla-
tion is transacted with lightning rapidity, bill
after bill being disposed of by its title, fre-
quently at the rate of one per minute, It is
aafe to pay that the p.roof-reader of the (iov-
srnment printer is the only living being at ths
Capital who ever "segins with the title page
and oloses with ““The Kod." At every other
Htate Capital, and at Washiogton as well, the
process of )egislation is sbout on & parallal
with that 4t Harrisburg. Haste is the ruling
prinoiple, and quantity the apparent teal of
the vvants of the country.

The fruits of this reckless fashion of manu-
facturing law are seen in the reports of oases
which are oarried to the courts of highest re-
gort for final adjudication, KEvery State in
the Upion, not even excapting the most dimi-
nutive, contrives to turn out its auum.l vol-
ume of Bupreme Court Reports, while In
gome of the larger Blates from two lo six vtol-
umes are produced yearly. A great pf’m'ﬂll
of these reports is necessarily taken up with
decislons upon mooted points of law and

equity arising under the unwritten oode,
which is in foroe wherever and whenever ape-
oial legislation has not repealed ita proviaiona.
But the interpetration of loosely-worded sia-
tutes and ambiguous phrases, and the reoon-
ciling of conflioting seotions of the same ensot.
ment, come in for their full share of space,
and oonstitute the most difould task of the
jndges who are worried and perplexed by
them. There is something entioing in the
stady of the Common Law of Kog-
land  and the United States. It
is one of the mnoblest legacies which
bas been bequeatbed to us, despite ita ooca-
#lonal nnoertainties and confliots. To unrave!
these and arrive at the true state of the nun-
written law is an employment which demands
at once the profoundest learmng and the most
oareful research, a task which has been enthn-
slastioally weloomed by the brightest intalleots
of both countries. But when it comss to the
wretohed jargon which is thrust by our State
Legislatures upon the ocourts for {nterpreta-

| tion, judicial knowledge is found to be an en.

cumbrance, judiclal ingenuity ia put to its
geverest teat, and judicial patience is well nigh
exbanstaed.

If the judges of our ocourts wers the only
ones who suffered in oonseqnence of ornde
and hasty legislation, we would be contsnt to
let them bear their bardens without oom.
plaint, or resign their seats to the self-sacri-
ficivg attoroeys who are always fonnd willing
and anxious to retire from practios by takivg
ageat on the benoh. Dot from this fraitfal
gource springs a vast tide of vexatious litiga-
tion, which is disastrons to prosperity in busi-
ness and to good-feeling in the every-day rela-
tions of life. The ‘honorable gentleman''
who pens an ambiguous and coniflioting bill,
and then pushes it through a legislative body,
is no better than a common barrator, and
should be prosecuted and punished as
such. He would dothe State better servics
at Cherry Hill than at Harrisbarg. A rasoal
more deserving of punishment than this same
‘‘honorable gentleman' seldomy goes unwhipt
of justice,

A notable case, by way of illustrating the
vexations of hasty legislation, has bsan bafora
the public for a long time. The samendatory
Internal Revenue Law enaocted at the olose of
the last session of Congress provides for the

The slightest degree of foresight, the most
superficial knowledge of the exigencies of an
exciled and warmly -contested Presidential
campaign, should bave tanght the framer of
the bill to avoid all such elements of con-
flict.

spoil of Mr. Rollins, Mr, MoCulloch should
have been waved off by an explioit provision
in the bill. But since Parlisments, aud Con-
gresses, aud Legislatures, and City Connoils
will persist in making themselves ridiculous,
either by not knowing what they mean, or by
not being capable of expressing their inten-
tions, their literary productions, ornde and
conflicting as they are, should never bs snf-
fered to go before the public without being
carefully revised, correcied, and burnished np
by an editor whose individual knowledge ex-
ceeds their oollective wisdom. Bach a man
could easily be found. If given an opportu-
nity, he would become & public benefactor.

and woman, 1s to discourse in a truly critical
spirit, and not in one of captlous fault Auding
about matlers that the average man and
womin ipcline Lo, and are eapabvle of under-
standlog, The dramatle merilts and demerits
of tho llbrettos of La @Grande Duchesse de
Gevolstein and La Bells Helene, and the condust
of the acltors who personate the characters in
them aré not necessarily bound up in the
questlion of Ofenbach's standing as & musioal
composer, but a8 much virtuous indignation
has been expended In regard Lo alleged inde-

paughtiness of certaln plays and operas, dwel-
ling upon every point with an anocluousness
Lthet reveals the delight they take in dealing
with such subjects.

Itis & very poor argument, or rather it 18 no
crgument at all, for us 10 say Lhat La Belle
Helevie and La Grande Duchease are no worse
than the msejority of plays and operas which
have & fiyrm foothold on the slage; for lmmo.
rality and {ndecenoy are not excusable, no mat-
tor bow many precedents may be brought for-
ward in thelr favor. It may be a sort of moral
obllqulty on our parl—we do not think we have
a natural predisposition or & oultivated taste
for Indecenocy—but we have nol been sble to
deteot the horriblo wickedness whioh has
been lmputed Lo the works we have named,
aud If the public had not been informed
